TEAM NOTES AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 

• Philadelphia holds a 3-0-2 lead in the all-time series between the two clubs, dating 
back to the first meeting in 2010 

• The Revs are 0-2-0 all-time at home against the Union... the clubs met for the 
first time at Gillette Stadium on August 28, 2010, with Philadelphia defeating New 
England, 2-1, before a 3-0 Union victory on July 17, 2011 

• Saturday’s match is the second of three regular-season meetings between the two 
teams this year as the two teams return to PPL Park on Oct. 6 

• Philadelphia defeated New England, 2-1, in the first meeting of the season on July 
29, as the Union scored 90th-minute goal to secure the win at PPL Park 

• The Union won the regular-season series in both 2010 and 2011 ... in both seasons, 
Philadelphia earned a 1-0-1 mark against the Revs 

• Four of the five meetings have been decided by come-from behind goals in the 70th 
minute or later... the first meeting on July 31, 2010, at PPL Park, the Revs used 
Marko Perovic’s 71st minute goal to equalize and secure a 1-1 draw ... Union goals 
in the 82nd and 92nd minutes equalized, and then sealed a win, respectively, on 
August 28, 2010, at Gillette Stadium ... Philadelphia stormed back with 80th and 
91st minute goals to force a 4-4 draw on Sept. 7, 2011 ... a 90th-minute goal for the 
Union sealed a 2-1 victory on July 29, 2012, at PPL Park 

• The Revolution was the first team to earn a draw at PPL Park ... Philadelphia was 
2-1-0 at its new facility heading into the July 31, 2010 meeting with New England 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST PHILADELPHIA 

• Saer Sene has one goal in one career appearance against Philadelphia ... Sene's 
blast on July 29, 2012 earned him MLS goal of the week honors 

• A.J. Soares and Benny Feilhaber are the only other two current Revolution players 
who have scored goal against Philadelphia ... both players scored goals in last 
season’s 4-4 draw at PPL Park on Sept. 7, 2011 

• Chris Tierney has two career assists against Philadelphia, recording both on Sept. 

7, 2011 

• Only one other active player has factored in scoring against Philadelphia: Kelyn 
Rowe earned the assist on Saer Sene’s goal at PPL Park on July 29, 2012 

• Chris Tierney and Darrius Barnes are the only two active Revolution players who 
have appeared in all five previous meetings between the two teams 

• Matt Reis is 0-2-2 in four starts against Philadelphia and has recorded 16 saves 
against Philly in four meetings 

• Bobby Shuttleworth started against the Union on Aug. 28, 2010, and allowed two 
goals in the loss 

LAST MEETING 

New England 1 at Philadelphia 2 
July 29, 2012 - PPL Park (Chester, Pa.) 

Saer Sene scored his team-leading ninth goal of the season to give Revolution a halftime 
lead but the Union hit back with a pair of second-half goals - including the game-winner 
from Jack Mclnerney in the 90th minute - as the Revs suffered a 2-1 loss at PPL Park. 
Sene's swerving long-distance drive opened the scoring in the 12th minute and the Revs 
maintained their lead until the 59th minute when Freddy Adu converted from the penalty 
spot to pull the Union level. The Revs had numerous chances to find a winner of their 
own in the closing stages, but ultimately it was Mclnerney who clinched all three points for 
Philadelphia with a last-gasp header.

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MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


BUSY STRETCH CONTINUES SATURDAY 

The Revs commenced another busy stretch on Wednesday night beginning with a 3-3 draw 
against Chivas USA... the team is currently in the midst of its third and final three-games-in- 
eight-days stretches this season ... the Revs will host Philadelphia on Saturday and Columbus 
next Wednesday, Sept. 5 ... this is the first three-in-eight stretch of the season in which all 
three games will be played in Foxborough ... following the three-game home stand, the Revs 
will have two remaining home games in 2012: Sept. 22 against New York and Oct. 20 against 
Chicago. 

BENNY FEILHABER BOBBLEHEAD NIGHT ON SATURDAY 

Last season, the Revs brought Benny Feilhaber to New England via the allocation process 
and on Saturday, fans can bring home a small version of Feilhaber from the Philadelphia 
match ... fans can pick up their commemorative Feilhaber bobblehead, while supplies last, 
when the gates open at 6:30 p.m. 

TOJA TAKEN BY REVS 

On Monday, the Revs acquired two-time MLS All-Star midfielder Juan Toja through MLS’s 
Allocation Process ... the Colombian will be officially added to the Revolution’s roster upon the 
receipt of his International Transfer Certificate and his U.S. P-1 Visa ... once he is added to 
the roster, he will count as an international player... Toja, 27, who spent the 2007 season and 
the first half of the 2008 season playing with FC Dallas, signed with MLS on August 23, and 
as a former league player who was sold to a foreign club, was available to teams through the 
Allocation Process ... the Revolution was ranked first in the current order, which is based on 
recent performance ... with Dallas, Toja made 43 regular-season appearances between 2007 
and 2008, scoring eight goals and adding three assists before being sold to Romania’s Steaua 
Bucuresti... he last played with Greece’s Aris Thessaloniki, and has both UEFA Champions 
League and UEFA Europa League experience. 

REVS SEEK FIRST WIN AGAINST PHILLY 

Following Wednesday night’s 3-3 draw against Chivas USA, the Revs will have two days to 
prepare for Saturday’s match against Philadelphia at Gillette Stadium ... in two prior chances, 
the Revs have yet to beat Philadelphia at home, going 0-2-0 since the Union entered the 
league in 2010 ... in the team's first of three matches this season, the Revs suffered a 2-1 loss 
when the teams last met on July 29, at PPL Park ... the teams close the three-game season 
series on Oct. 6 at Philadelphia. 

EVERY MINUTE COUNTS IN REVS-UNION BATTLES 

Fans have come to expect late-game heroics when the Revs and Union meet.. .four of the 
five meetings have been decided by come-from behind goals in the 70th minute or later... 
the first meeting on July 31, 2010, at PPL Park, the Revs used Marko Perovic's 71st minute 
goal to equalize and secure a 1-1 draw ... Union goals in the 82nd and 92nd minutes leveled 
and then sealed a win, respectively, on August 28, 2010, at Gillette Stadium ... Philadelphia 
stormed back with 80th and 91st minute goals to force a 4-4 draw on Sept. 7, 2011 at PPL 
Park ... in the team’s last meeting, a 90th-minute goal from Jack Mclnerney claimed the 2-1 
victory for the Union on July 29, 2012, at PPL Park. 

WINLESS STREAK CONTINUES 

Wednesday night’s draw against Chivas extended the team’s winless streak to nine games 
(0-7-2), dating back to July 14 against Toronto, tying a club record ... this is the third time in 
club history that the team has suffered a nine-game winless streak, which is a club record ... 
the other two streches were: May 1 through July 13,1999, when the team went 0-9; and May 
21 through July 17, 2011, when the team went 0-6-3. 

LOSING STREAK SNAPPED WITH A DRAW 

Although the Revs were unable to secure three points on Wednesday night to snap the win¬ 
less streak, the draw did put an end to another streak of futility... the draw snapped the team's 
five-game losing streak, which began with a 2-1 loss at Philadelphia on July 29 ... after falling 
to the Union on the road, the Revs lost four straight matches in August before securing their 
first point of the month on Wednesday against Chivas. 

A CHANCE TO END GILLETTE STADIUM SLUMP ON SATURDAY 

The Revs remain home this weekend to host Philadelphia and have a chance to improve their 
home form of late ... Wednesday’s 3-3 draw against Chivas extended the Revs' winless streak 
at home to four games (0-3-1) dating back to July 14 against Toronto ... the Revs opened the 
season 5-1-3 at Gillette Stadium ... three of the team's next four matches will be played in 
Foxborough as the team welcomes Columbus (Sept 5.) and New York (Sept. 22) in the month 
of September. 

SEPTEMBER WIN SHORTAGE 

The Revs open a slate of five games in September beginning on Saturday against the Union 
... the team hopes to improve its record in September as the Revs have won just one game 
each September since 2008 ...in that span, the Revs are 4-9-5 with a 1.00 goals per game 
average ... last season, the Revs went 1-2-1 in September, but did snap an eight-game win¬ 
less streak with a 2-0 win against FC Dallas on Sept. 10. 


GOALS GONE WILD 

Wednesday night’s 3-3 draw saw five first-half goals between the Revs and Chivas USA, four 
of which came in the first 23 minutes of action ... Wednesday’s wild scoring affair followed a 
4-3 match (a Revs loss) at Columbus on Saturday, August 25 ... the 13 total goals scored in 
the Revs' last two matches marks both the Revs' greatest goal-scoring output and greatest 
goal-scoring concessions in a two-game stretch this season. 

MULTIPLE-GOAL GAMES BACK AND HERE TO STAY? 

With three goals on Wednesday night - following a three-goal outburst last Saturday in Colum¬ 
bus - the Revs recorded their second straight multiple-goal game ... Wednesday's scoring fit 
was the team’s 11th multiple-goal game of the season ... it was also the team’s fifth three-goal 
game of 2012. 

FEAST OR FAMINE FOR REVS SCORERS 

The Revs’ scoring this season has been feast or famine: the team has either been shut out or 
scored multiple goals in 20 of its 26 matches this year - held to a lone goal just six times (three 
in the last eight games)... the team has been shut out nine times, a mark which is tied with 
Chivas USA for second in MLS, and one behind Portland’s 10 attacking shutouts ... however, 
the Revs are tied for ninth in MLS in multiple-goal games with 11, as Houston and San Jose 
lead with 14 each ... the club is also seventh in MLS in three-plus goal games with four as 
D.C., San Jose and New York share the league lead with eight each. 

REVS ON FIRE IN FIRST 25 MINUTES 

In their last two games, the Revs have scored five of their six total goals within the first 25 
minutes of action ... the Revs jumped out to an early 2-0 lead after 23 minutes at Columbus 
last Saturday and then scored three goals in the first 21 minutes on Wednesday against 
Chivas USA... Wednesday's three-goal first-half outburst marked the second time this season 
the Revs have scored three goals in the first half... the Revs last scored three goals in the 
first half on May 12 against Vancouver en route to a 4-1 win. 

BACK-TO-BACK GAMES WITH THREE GOALS FOR REVS... 

After scoring three goals last Saturday at Columbus, the Revs responded with three more 
goals on Wednesday night against Chivas USA... the recent back-to-back three-goal efforts 
mark the first time the Revs scored three or more goals in consecutive games since 2007 ... 
that year, the Revs played to a 3-3 draw against Columbus on June 16 and then defeated 
Toronto, 3-0, on June 23. 

...BUT TO HAVE AND TO HOLD 

After recording just three goals in a seven-game stretch from July 14 to August 18, the Revs 
have had little trouble scoring in the last two games ... while the goals have been plentiful 
on offense, the team has struggled to hold early multiple-goal leads ... Wednesday's blown 
three-goal lead against Chivas USA was the second time in five days that the Revs built an 
early multi-goal lead only to see it slip away ... the Revs suffered a 4-3 loss at Columbus last 
Saturday after posting a 2-0 lead. 

TAKING PLENTY OF SHOTS... 

After taking just seven shots in the 2-1 loss at Chicago on August 18, the Revs have re¬ 
sponded with two straight games with a shot total of 15 or more ... last Saturday at Columbus, 
the Revs took 18 shots - the team's highest game total since also recording 18 shots against 
Toronto in a 1-0 loss at home on July 14 ... the Revs recorded 15 shots on Wednesday night 
against Chivas USA... it was the first back-to-back game of 15 or more shots since July 14 
against Toronto (18 shots) and July 18 at Montreal (15). 

...BUT OUT-SHOT AGAIN 

Despite recording at least 15 shots in the last two games, the Revs were out-shot again on 
Wednesday night... although the Revs recorded 18 shots last Saturday at Columbus, the 
Crew managed to record 20 shots and climbed back to defeat the Revs, 4-3 ... Chivas USA 
out-shot the Revs, 20-15, in the 3-3 draw on Wednesday night in Foxborough. 

REVS CATCH A RARE BREAK ON AN OWN-GOAL 

The Revs jumped out to a 2-0 lead on Wednesday night against Chivas thanks to a fourth- 
minute Saer Sene goal and a little help from the Goats in the 11th minute ... the Revs received 
an own goal in the 11th minute as Kelyn Rowe’s cross - meant for Jerry Bengtson in the 
six-yard box - deflected in off of Chivas USA’s Raushawn McKenzie ... it was the first own 
goal received since May 29, 2010 against New York when Tim Ream scored for the Revs - a 
stretch of 78 games in between own goals received. 

SENE RETURNS TO SCORING WAYS 

After a relatively quiet summer from the Revs’ leading goal scorer, Saer Sene, the Frenchman 
emerged from a summer slump with a pair of goals Wednesday night against Chivas USA ... 
with two goals, he pushed his team-leading scoring total to 11 goals ... his fourth-minute goal 
was his 10th of the season and his first goal since his strike that earned “Goal of the Week" 
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honors on July 29 at Philadelphia ... Sene has scored in each month of the season except April 
as the Frenchman scored twice in March, five times in May, once each in June and July and 
twice in August. 

THANK YOU SIR, MAY I HAVE ANOTHER? 

Saer Sene doesn't mind having too much of a good thing ... Sene recorded a brace on 
Wednesday night against Chivas USA - his second two-goal effort of the season and first 
since May 19 against Houston ... Sene’s pair of goals on Wednesday was the third time this 
season that a Revolution player struck twice as Lee Nguyen had two goals against Vancouver 
on May 12. 

SAER MAKING A NAME FOR HIMSELF IN REVS HISTORY 

With 11 goals this season - including two on Wednesday against Chivas USA - Saer Sene is 
the team's leading scorer... with 11 goals in 25 appearances, Sene became the first player 
since Taylor Twellman in 2007 to record more than 10 goals in a season ... the season-high 
goal scorers since the beginning of the 2008 season are below:

SENE MOVES BACK INTO TOP FIVE IN MLS SCORING 

With his two goals on Wednesday night against Chivas USA, Saer Sene rejoined the league’s 
top-five goal scorers this season ... Sene’s 11 goals are tied four fourth with six other players, 
seven behind league-leader Chris Wondolowski (18 goals)... in addition to his team-leading 
11 goals, Sene is tied for second (with Kelyn Rowe) on the Revs in assists with three in 25 
appearances. 

SENE AND BENGTSON FIND WAYS TO COMMUNICATE UP TOP 

Frenchman Saer Sene has been paired with Honduran international Jerry Bengtson in the 
last two matches and the Revs have combined for seven goals ... the two strikers may speak 
different languages, but Sene (French) and Bengtson (Spanish) have had little trouble com¬ 
municating on the field ... said Sene on Wednesday night “(Jerry Bengtson and I) work well. 
We don’t speak the same language but we try to communicate ... it's soccer and wherever you 
go soccer stays the same. I think we did a good job and we have to keep going and score a lot 
of goals - if it’s four, five or six, whatever - to take the three points." 

JERRY AVAILABLE SATURDAY, BUT WILL MISS NEXT WEDNESDAY 

Jerry Bengtson has been called up to represent Honduras in the squad’s upcoming home- 
and-home FIFA World Cup Qualifier matches against Cuba on Friday, Sept. 7 in Havana, and 
Tuesday, Sept. 11 in San Pedro Sula, Honduras ... Bengtson will depart the Revolution to join 
Honduras following Saturday's match against the Philadelphia Union, and will miss the team’s 
Sept. 5 match against the Columbus Crew while on international duty. 

TIERNEY’S NEXT APPEARANCE IS THE CENTURY MARK 

While Kevin Alston made his 100th appearance the last time the Revs played at Philadelphia 
on July 29, his backline teammate - Chris Tierney - is the team’s next player in line to hit the 
century mark in appearances ... Tierney enters the weekend with 99 appearances - includ¬ 
ing 93 starts - and if he remains healthy and in the lineup, will reach his 100th appearance 
when the Revs host the Union on Saturday ... Tierney is the only player from the 2008 MLS 
Supplemental Draft currently playing in the league. 

TIERNEY: “UNDERRATED” PER MLS PEER 

Earlier this week, Sports lllustrated’s online edition (Sl.com) posted former MLS forward Alecko 
Eskandarian’s list of the league’s top 10 most underrated players, a list - “lunch-pail guys who 
don’t necessarily get the stats or glory, but are vital to their team’s success" included the Revs’ 
Chris Tierney ... said Eskandarian: “Tierney is a local Massachusetts product who has made 
the most out of getting the opportunity to play for his hometown team. An extremely versatile 
left-footed player, he has willingly done whatever the team has asked him to do since being 
selected by the Revs in the 2008 Supplemental Draft. Tierney has played every position on the 
field aside from forward and goalkeeper, and has emerged as a leader in a locker room that 
has needed to replace the likes of Steve Ralston, Taylor Twellman, and now Shalrie Joseph. 

He has started 24 games this year, recording two goals and four assists, and his left-footed 
dead-ball service is second only to Brad Davis.” 

EASTERN CONFERENCE FOES TO FINISH SEASON 

Wednesday night’s concluded the Revs’ Western Conference schedule for 2012 ... the Revs 
went 4-3-2 in their only meeting against nine Western Conference foes ... the Revs will play 
their remaining eight games of the season against teams from the East, against whom the 
Revs are 2-11-4 this season.
